KAISER NOT DEPENDENT

Berlin,. December 14.-mperor Wil’ 
liam lunehed with Prince Von\ Buelow at 
the chancellors palace today \and pre- 
sumably they discussed the’ politica] 
situation brought about by the dissolu- 
tion of parliament. 

The emperor and chancellor have been 
in complete accord throughout in the 
treatment of colonial questions and de- 
sire to relieve the government from de- 
pendence on the clerical party. This, it 
appears, will be as much an issue at the 
coming elections as the Question of the 
retention or abandonmeat of the German 
colonies. The impertal government and 
the vatican have got along fairly well 
since the beginning of the late Prince 
Hohenlohe’s chancellorship, but the criti- 
cal attitude of the center or clerical 
party of recent years has been annoying 
to administrative and coiwt officials. It 
is not expected a break with members 
of the center party will occur, but it is 
desired to show them that they are not 
indispensible. The leaders of the party 
groups and many of their followers held 
caucuses in the committee rooms of the 
reichstag today. 

It is reported that the elections will be 
held January 20 and that the new rejch- 
stag will: assemble February 7, but 
nothing appears.to have been definitely 
decided by the government. 


STATEMENT OWN SITUATION 
ISSUED FROM VATICAN 

Rome, December 14.—The pope and the 
papal secretary of state, Cardinal Merry 
del Val, have refused all requests for in- 
terviews for the purpose of publishing the 
full text of the Franco-vatican situation, 
but the following statement was issued 
by the vatican: 

“The situation may be summarized as 
follows: 

“The concordat, the 
lateral contract, has not yet been de- 
nounced (by the French government, 
whidh wishes to establish a new legal 
standing for the church fn France. The 
government did not agree with the holy 
see on this subject ang repeatedly and 
openly showed hostility toward the head 
of the church.. Violence may prevail for 
a time, but those who are suffering from 
this state of oppression preserve all their 
rights and all their claims. The explo- 
sion of joy among the Masonic and dem- 
agogic societies as a result of the per- 
secution on the part of the government 
shows that the war is against the church 
and religion. 

“Notwithstanding the ‘bills passed and 
regulations adopted, France at the pres- 
ent time has no law granting religious 
liberty to those who do not comply with 
the law providing for the separation of 
church and state. 

“The one good 


most solemn dOil- 


point in the circular 
issued recently by the French minister 
of public worship, M. Briand, is his con- 
fession: thats is impossible to conform 
cultural asso@iations to the laws of 188! 
and 1903, which were adopted for the 
regulation of other kinds of associations 
meetings, Therefore,’ what is needed is 
a real law providing for real liberty in- 
stead of arbitrary ministeria] circulars. 
The loyalty and good will of the holy ses 
under simiar circumstances was shown 
in Brazil. There was a monarchy and a 
concordat, both of which the republicans 
Suppressed and proclaimed their separa- 
tion from the holy see under certain re- 
serves. Later the Brazilian republic came 
to an understanding with the vafican 
and a papal nuncio was accredited to 
Rio Janeiro, while a Brazilian minister 
was accerdited to. the vatican. 

“The search of the nunciature at Paris 
and the expulsion from France of Mon- 
signor Montagnini, secretary of the nun- 
ciature, were steps taken with the opb- 
ject making the world believe the 
false statements circulated later, anu 
were said to have originated tn 
the discovery of documents seized at the 
nunciature, such as the report that some 
of the French episcopacy and clergy wert 
ready to make applications to hold re- 
ligious meetings. There was no truth 
in the statement. The holy see is not 
Opposed to the making of applicauons 
under the law, but takes exception to the 
whole spirit of the circular issued py 
Minister of Public Worship Briand.”

Riders fell so often at times when 
some team bid fair to gain a lap that 
reports were current of a probable re- 
volt om the part of some of the con- 
testanits, During most of the day, the 
pace was slow, the riders creeping 
around the track at a snail's pace. Some 
of them, incluring Breton, Bobby Wal- 
thour, Samuelson and Bedell, who had 
to submit to the penalty of a lap by 
teaming anew after accidents had de- 
prived them of their partners, were much 
diasatisfied. 

There was a ripple of excitement when 
late tonight a fast sprint was started by 
Root, closely followed by MacFarland. | 
The result was the loss of a lap by 
Vanderstuyft and Stol, and Galvin and 
Whiley. 


Walthour Made Them Move. 

The contestants in the six-day bicycle 
race were grinding out laps in a mechan- 
ical manner at 7 a. m. today, after an 
eventful night. The positions, however, 
were unchanged, according to the scor- 
ers, although many of the spectators be- 
lieved Stol and Georget had been lapped 
after a gensational sprint at 3 a. m. 
This spurt, as have been so many during 
the race, was started by the Walthour- 
Bedell] team. It was the longest of any 
that has yet occurred, lasting sixteen 
minutes. 

Walthour and Bedell, smarting under a 
decision rendered an hour earlier, when 
a spill robbed them of a lap that they 
had nearly won, started out at a pace 
that caused all the riders to do their 
best, and kept the spectators in a con- 
tinual roar of cheers and excitement. 
Relieving each other at every few laps, 
Walthour and Bedell kept going at their 
best pace and forced the other riders to 
call on their partners for help and relief. 
Leon Georget and Stol, whose, partners 
had been hurt in the spill at 2 a. m., 
were the Only riders who could not get 
relief, and they had to bear the brunt 
of the fight for their team. It was kill- 
ing work, and they finally lagged to such 
an extent that it ‘was thought they had 
lost a lap when the sprint, after con- 
tinuing for sixteen minutes, was  sus- 
pended. The score, however, when it was 
hung out at 4 o’clock, showed no change. 

Bedell and Walthour are in good shape. 
They protested earnestly early today 
when, just as they seemed to be about 
to gain a.lap, Folger fell, making a spill 
and causing the red flag to be hung out, 
which indicated that the Walthour-Be- 
dell gain would not count.

It is stated on Wall street today that 
articles of incorporation had previously 
been filed at Atlanta, incorporating an 
electric express company for the purpose 
of operating an express business thor- 
oughout’ the -United States. Reports 
from Atlanta, gave Macon as the princi- 
pal offices in that state, as the law re- 
quires a nominal capital of $10,000. 

Wail street trolley and electric rail- 
way circles say this is the entering 
wedge. im southern territory for Ryan 
and Belmont interests to capture the en- 
tire trolley express business all over the 
south, which is expected to develop im- 
mensely, keeping pace with the probable 
future rapid building of electric inter- 
urban railway lines there. 

It‘ was in September, of 1904, that Bel- 
mont, through the incorporation of the 
Interstate Express Company, at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, to do business over electric 
lines in the states of the middle west, 
and soon after he, with Thomas For- 
tune Ryan, incorporated in ‘this state a 
company known as the Empire Express 
Company, to operate an express, news- 
paper and parcel, as well as perishable 
products, ‘“‘including milk,” over elec- 
tric lines in this city end state, New 
England, Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
New Jersey.

A round of applause followed, 
rather startled Mr. Clark. 

“Por God's sake, let us answer the 
great daily papers who are challenging 
our courage io go upon the record by 
our votes before all the country,” was 
his concluding appeal.

TEDDY TO URGE

Will Send Special Message 
for South American 
Mails. 


Washington, December !4.—That Presi- 


‘ dent Roosevelt will send to congress 2| 


special mé@ssage advocating the passage 
ot a ship subsidy measure at the present 
session was stated by several members 
of the house todry. It was said that the 
president had declared that the recom- 
mendation in his annual message was 
misunderstood. ‘4 

In that message he said that if it were 
found inexpedient to pass the ship bill a 
measure should be passed to provide for 
a new line to South American ports. He 
did not mean to minimize the importance 
of any features of the bill, it is said, and 
now purposes to correct any false im- 
pression that may have been gained by 
the house. 

No decision as to the committee’s at- 
titude on ship subsidy was reached at 
the caucus of Ghe republican members of 
the house committee on merchant qarine 
and fisheries held today. After discussing 
the amended Gallinger bill the republi- 
cans took no action, but decided to call 
= meeting of the committee for January 
7, when a vote of the entire committee 
will be taken on the measure. 

The amendments to the bill drafted by 
Representative Grosvenor, eliminate car- 
go Subsidy entirely and limit the govern- 
ment’s aid to mail-carrying ships to South 
America and the Orient.

BANKERS PLAN’ 
DISPLEASES SHAW 


Will Not Give Sufficient Elas- 
ticity Says Secretary 
of Treasury. 


| Washington, December 14.—Secretary 
Shaw appeared before the house cOm- 
mittee today in advocacy of a high- 
taxed currency, and suggesting 5 per 
cent as a desirable rate. He emphasized 


but expressed the opinion that the plan 
framed by the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation will not bring about sufficient 
elasticity to be very useful. Granting 
that the bankers’ plan results in the is- 
suance of $200,000,000 additional in na- 
tional bank notes, Mr. Shaw said that, 
in his opinion, not more than $20,000,000 
worth of these will be redeemed. 

Mr. Shaw ‘thought the bankers’ plan 
was wholly inadequate to meet the re- 
quirements of the commercial world, and 
said it was encumbered with too much 
machinery for the limited good results 
he feels it is capable of accomplishing. 
He said he did not want to be regarded 
as an Opponent of the measure suggested 
by the bankers, because he felt that any 
step toward relieving the demand for 
greater elasticity at certain seasons of 
the year was. desirable; but he argued 
that the committee strived for a more 
effective measure. It was urged by the 
secretary that an effort should be made 
to make all our currency more elastic 
rather than to impart elasticity to a cere 
tain amount of emergency Currency. 

Under the bankers’ plan, he said, only 
the credit currency which goes into na- 
tional banks would be on its way to re- 
demption. There would be no reason why 
private banks, shovld seek the. re- 
demption of national bank notes, and 
consequently they would make no effort 
#to do so. 

In the bankers’ pian national banks 
are to be permitted to issue $25,000 ad- 
ditional notes for every $100,000 of their 
capital, at an interest rate of 21-2 per 
cent, and an additional $12,500 with in- 
terest at the rate of 5 per cent.
